“JCHE parifh of St Nivians met in June 1782, and publifhed in the E- 

l dinburgh and Glafgow news-papers their fentiments anent Patro- 
nage, declared their willingnefS to join with other focieties, and parifhes 
in a loyal and conftttucional application to Parliament, for a repeal of the 
aéts authorifing Patronzge, which they confidered injurious to the rights 
of the people, as fettled at the Revolution, and confirmed by the Union; 
and confidering, thst by the wife and prudent meafures. adopted by the 
Legiflature, there was no probability of needing the moncy which they 
had collected fome time ago, to engage counfel to be heard againft the re- 
peal of the penal ftatutes againft Popery, they thought it could not be 
better émployed than in procuring redref§ Of the, grievances of Patronage; 
they therefore diffolved the-Committee appointed'to oppofe Popery, and 
appointed an Anti-patronage-Committee in their ftcad, to act in name of 
the parifh, and correfpond with other focietics, 

‘The Anti-patronage Committee being this day met, and having feri- 
oufly deliberated on the prefent {tate of the application for the repeal of 
the atts authorifing Patronage, adopted the following refolutions 

I. That the proceedings of a majority in the Iaft General Affsthbly of 
the Church of Scotland, -at once evince the neceflity of the \prefen’ ap- 
plication ; and that no affiftance is to be expected from thefe guardians of 
our religious liberties. 

Ii, ‘That they fee, with approbation, that the Synod of Perth and 
Stirling, the General Seffions of Edinburgh, Glafgow,. Paifley, and o- 
thers, have declared their fentiments in favours of the: rights of the peo- 
ple, and agree Cordially to join with thefe and all othefs who intend to 
apply to the Legiflature in a loyal and conftitutional way, for the reftora- 

‘tion of the ftatute of King William in 1690, which being confirmed by 
the articles‘of the Union betwixt the two kingdoms, they cannot ¢onfider 
but as a fundamental law of the land, which cannot. be refcinded by any 
authority whatever. And they agree, out of the funds intrufted to their 
management, to bear a proportional part of the expence of the appli- 
cation.
